The attempt is being made to cre-

The best proo{ 
that this assertion is untrue is found 
in the fact that there is no upset- 
ing of business or detroying of cred- 
it in community property states in 
which the law gives the wife the 
right to dispose of one-half of the 
community property at her death..Iu 
every community property state ex- 
cept California, Nevada and New 
Mexico the wife has power to dis- 
pose of one-half of the community 
property ather death, in each case 
the powers of husband and wife in 
that respect being identical. 

In Idaho each spouse may leave 
his or her half of community prop- 
erty to children or grandchildren 
of paretts without restriction and to 
others with the consent of either 
spouse. In Washington, Arjzona, 
Loiisiana and Texas either husband 
or wife may dispose of . oNe-half 
of the community property as he 
or she sees fit And- ‘business has 


A letter from the attorney general 
of Washington to the chairman of 
the community property committee 
of the Women’s Legislative Council 
under date of July 6, says in part: 
“The community property law which 
is on the statute books of Wash- 
ington has been very satisfactory 
and does not in any way interfere 
with business.” W. H. Parsons, vice 
president of the Dexter Horton Na- 
tional Bank of Seattle, in a letter 
under date of March 24, 1919, stated:

If a mother wishes to have power 
co will any of the community prop- 
erty to@her children» incase she 
pre-decéage her husband, or wishes 
to secure herself, during 1)f8, “some 
of the community property, she ¢an 
secure such right ,otherwise defied 
her, or secure such property by 
forcing a divorce—for instance by 
deserting her husband. Such a sit- 
uat:on is not conductive to the sanc- 
tity of marriage. The proposed law 
would give a wife who does her full 
duty as a wife and mother the right 
to leave some of the community 
property to her children, which right 
under existing laws she can secure 
legally only through divorce. The pre 
sent law puts a premium on divorces.
